SUBJECT: “WHITE THROAT” and 
“VALLEY OF THE SWANS” 


On this summer evening, the Academy will pay 
tribute to our great neighbor to the north, Canada, 
by showing two excellent color films supplied by the 
Canadian Travel Film Library. Presenting this duo 
of documentaries will be Mr. James P. Hutchingame, 
Canadian Consul, San Francisco. 

“WHITE THROAT” was filmed in one of Can- 
ada’s loveliest parks and its featured performer is 
the white-throated sparrow or Canada bird. In the 
forests of New England, where this bird is also com- 
mon, its melodious song is interpreted as being “Old 
Sam Peabody, Peabody”, but in Canada is under- 
stood to sing “Sweet Canada, Canada’—hence its 
name, Canada bird. The film takes you into the 
depths of the Algonquin forest for glimpses of the 
life of many wild creatures. 

“VALLEY OF THE SWANS” is a beautiful color 
film. Against the towering heights of the Canadian 
Rockies, it is a majestic sight to see the arrow flight 
of migrant water fowl as they wing their way north, 
or south, along Pacific flyways. In their path below 
are the inviting waters of Duck Lake, and the reedy 
shores and grain-sprinkled flatlands of the Kootenay 
Valley. Whistling swans, Canada geese, many species 
of duck and other water fowl by the thousands use 
this area for a brief stop-over. When rested and 
fed they continue northward to their nesting grounds 
in the Arctic. 

The woods and marshes surrounding Duck Lake 
also support many other species of wildlife. The color 
camera singles out moose, deer, beaver and numer- 
ous smaller birds and animals, but it is to the great 
flocks of water birds that the film turns most often— 
to thrill and delight every nature lover.

Tue ACADEMY has been the fortunate 
recipient of a two-year grant from the National Sci- 
ence Foundation in the amount of $177,600. This 
provides for the curating and expediting research 
on the tropical Indo-Pacific fishes collected by the 
George Vanderbilt Foundation (formerly at Stan- 
ford University), and also provides for modification 
of facilities in the Academy’s Department of Ichthy- 
ology. 


Chief Investigator for the program is Dr. Earl S. 
Herald, Associate Director for Steinhart Aquarium, 
and co-investigators are Mr. W. I. Follett, Curator of 
Ichthyology and Dr. George S. Myers of Stanford 
University. 

A new CAS Assistant Curator, Dr. William N. 
Eschmeyer, formerly at the University of Miami, 
will act as supervising ichthyologist for the four-man 
project staff. 

The grant became effective May 1.
